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1 . YOUR EARLIER DISCUSSION WITH TERZI OF STATUS OF 
THE TWO PLO OFFICES IN NEW YORK WAS MOST HELPFUL IN 
PREPARATION OF THE RECENT PRESS STATEMENT (REFTEL C). 
DEPARTMENT HAS REVIEWED THE PRESENT SITUATION AND 
DECIDED TO ASK TERZI TO TAKE THE FURTHER STEP OF 
PROVIDING FOR SEPARATION OF OFFICES AND STAFFS. WE 
ARE MINDFUL, HOWEVER, OF PROBLEM OF PROTECTION FOR 
SEPARATE INFORMATION OFFICE IF IT SHOULD BE LOCATED 
AT SOME DISTANCE FROM THE OBSERVER OFFICE AND ITS 
EPS GUARD. WE ARE THEREFORE PREPARED TO ACCEPT AN 
ARRANGEMENT WHEREBY THE TWO OFFICES WOULD BE LOCATED 
CONTIGUOUSLY AS LONG AS THERE ARE SEPARATE EXTERNAL 
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FILES. THOUGH WE RECOGNIZE THAT EPS WOULD NOT 
TECHNICALLY HAVE AUTHORITY TO PROTECT THE INFORMATION 
OFFICE. PRESENCE OF A GUARD OUTSIDE AN ADJACENT 
OBSERVER OFFICE SHOULD HAVE SUBSTANTIAL DETERRENT 
VALUE FOR INFORMATION OFFICE. 

2. YOU SHOULD RAISE THE MATTER AGAIN WITH TERZI 
AND TELL HIM THAT HIS CATEGORICAL ASSURANCES THAT 
NEITHER THE OBSERVER OFFICE NOR THE INFORMATION 
OFFICE HAD BEEN OR WOULD BECOME INVOLVED IN FUND 
RAISING HAVE BEEN HELPFUL AND ARE APPRECIATED. 

HOWEVER, IN CONSIDERING RESPONSES TO INQUIRIES 

FROM THE CONGRESS, PUBLIC AND PRESS, WE HAVE CONCLUDED 
THAT THE PHYSICAL INTERMINGLING OF THE TWO OFFICES 
RAISES SERIOUS QUESTIONS AS TO THE ABILITY OF EACH 
TO CARRY OUT ITS RESPECTIVE FUNCTIONS SEPARATELY. 

WE DO NOT THINK THAT THE OBSERVER OFFICE CAN OPERATE 
FREE OF CRITICISM REGARDING ITS ROLE UNDER THE 
PRESENT CIRCUMSTANCES. WE THEREFORE MUST REQUEST 
THAT COMPLETELY SEPARATE STAFFS, FILES AND ENTRANCES 
BE ESTABLISHED FOR THE TWO OFFICES. 

3. YOU SHOULD TELL TERZI THAT WE ARE NEVERTHELESS 
CONCERNED ABOUT THE QUESTION OF PROTECTION FOR THE 
INFORMATION OFFICE UNDER CIRCUMSTANCES OF PHYSICAL 
SEPARATION THROUGH RELOCATION. THE EXECUTIVE 
PROTECTION SERVICE WILL NOT HAVE THE AUTHORITY TO 
EXTEND ITS PROTECTION TO THE INFORMATION OFFICE 
PREMISES. THEREFORE WE WOULD ENCOURAGE TERZI 
EITHER TO CONVERT HIS PRESENT QUARTERS OR LOCATE 
NEW QUARTERS TO PROVIDE FOR FULLY SEPARATE BUT 
CONTIGUOUS OFFICES. WE WOULD INSIST THAT THESE 
OFFICES HAVE SEPARATE EXTERNAL ENTRANCES WHICH WOULD 
CLEARLY DESIGNATE THE SEPARATE OFFICES, AND THAT 
THERE BE NO SHARED FACILITIES. WE BELIEVE THAT THE 
PRESENCE OF THE EPS GUARD OUTSIDE THE OBSERVER 
OFFICE WOULD, UNDER THESE CIRCUMSTANCES, HAVE A 
SUBSTANTIAL DETERRENT EFFECT FOR THE ADJACENT 
INFORMATION OFFICE. 
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4. IN ORDER TO IMPLEMENT FULLY THE SEPARATION OF 
THE OFFICES, WE MUST FURTHER INSIST THAT THE OFFICES 
EMPLOY ENTIRELY SEPARATE SECRETARIAL AND CLERICAL 
STAFFS. WE ALSO EXPECT, OF COURSE, THAT TERZI WILL 
QUICKLY RESOLVE THE DUAL STATUS OF HASAN ABDUL RAHMAN 
AS HE INDICATED A WILLINGNESS TO DO IN HIS EARLIER 
CONVERSATION WITH YOU. ONCE THE DUAL STATUS QUESTION 
HAS BEEN RESOLVED, WE BELIEVE IT IMPORTANT THAT 
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RAHMAN, IN HIS PUBLIC APPEARANCES, DESCRIBE 
HIMSELF AS CHIEF OF THE PLO INFORMATION OFFICE 
ONLY. YOU SHOULD SEEK TERZI'S AGREEMENT TO THIS 
POINT. 

5. IF TERZI ASKS FOR TIME TO LOCATE NEW QUARTERS ON 
THE GROUNDS THAT THE PRESENT QUARTERS CANNOT BE 
REARRANGED AS OUTLINED ABOVE, YOU SHOULD INDICATE 
THAT WE ASSUME HE WILL REQUIRE A REASONABLE LENGTH 
OF TIME TO FIND OFFICE SPACE. 

6. BEGIN FYI: YOU SHOULD BE AWARE THAT THE ABOVE 
REQUEST IS CONSISTENT WITH THE POSITION WE HAVE 
TAKEN WITH THE ARAB LEAGUE OBSERVER OFFICE AND THE 
ARAB INFORMATION OFFICE. ASSISTANT SECRETARY 
ATHERTON MET WITH AMBASSADORS REPRESENTING THE ARAB 
LEAGUE ON SEPTEMBER 23 IN REGARD TO AMBASSADOR HELMY’S 
LEGAL PROBLEMS. AT THAT TIME ATHERTON URGED THAT 

THE ARAB LEAGUE ESTABLISH TWO PHYSICALLY SEPARATE 
OFFICES AS THEY HAD AGREED TO DO WHEN THE GROUNDRULES 
FOR THE TWO OFFICES WERE ESTABLISHED IN 1956. THE 
AMBASSADORS AGREED TO DO SO. END FYI. 
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
